The French War Office today ad-
mits, inni&olﬁcinl communique, that
the Ger s have gained ground in
the fighting in the Argonne.region.
This gain Is measured in yards only,
but the ground was won after desper-
ate fighting and is being held despite
furious counter attacks.

On the other hand, the French are
again on the offensive in the region of
Verdun and are slowly advancing to-
ward the northeast. Between the
Meuse and the Moselle six violent at-

tacks by the Germans have been re-
pulsed.
Petrograd chronicles enarmous

slaughter of Germans.in an attempt to
control the Baura River. The Kaiger's
picked troops were mowed down in a
desperate fight at Bollnow, in which
Russian losses were admittedly heavy.
Berlin does not admit loss of this
contested ground, but In an official re-
port relates that heavy fighting con-
tinpes on the east bank of the Bzura
as well as along the Rawka.
